INTRODICTOKY  NOTE 

The  following;  aiiioiulinont  iiuxlitios  tlif  area  rejjiilalt'd  iiiuh'r  the  pink  bolhvoiin 
(juarantine  regulations  by  briiiirinp:  under  restrict  ion  tlie  counties  of  Caniuron. 
Hidalgo.  Starr,  and  Willacy,  in  the  State  (»f  Texas.  These  counties  are  desig 
nattnl  as  lightly  infested,  due  t«>  the  finding  of  pink  bollworni  infestation  in  gin 
trash  at  Urownsvillc  :ind  San  licnilo  in  ('.•micron  County.  Hidalgo.  Starr,  and 
Willacy  Counties  are  inchulcd,  since  st'cd  cotton  is  moved  throughout  these  four 
counties  for  ginning  without  regard  to  county  lini's.

AMENDMENT  NO.  1  TO  REVISED  RILES  AND  REGULATIONS  SUPPLE- 
MENTAL TO  NOTICE  OF  Ql  ARANTINE  NO.  52 

(Approved  Auji.   17.  10:;G:  t'fft'.tivo  Auj;.   17.  1936) 

Under  authority  conferred  by  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20,  1912 
(37  Stat.  315).  as  amended  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  4.  1917 
(39  Stat.  1134,  1165),  it  is  ordered  that  regulation  3  of  the  revised  rules  and 
regulations  supplemental  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  52,  on  account  of  the  pink 
bollworm  of  cotton,  which  were  promulgated  on  December  4,  1935,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Regulation  3.  Regulated   Areas;   Heavily  and   Lightly   Infested  Areas 

RBOULATKD  AWUS 

In  accordance  with  the  provisos  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  52  (revised),  the 
StHTetary  of  Agriculture  designates  as  regulated  areas,  for  the  purpose  of  these 
regulations,  the  following  counties  in  Arizona.  Florida,  New  Mexico,  and  Texas, 
inchiding  all  cities,  districts,  towns,  townshii)s.  and  other  i>olitical  subdivisions 
within   their  limits:

county  line  intersects  the  northern  boundary  line  of  section  9  of  the  R,  M. 
Thonison  survey;  thence  west  following  the  northern  boundary  line  of  sections 
i>  and  10  of  the  K.  M.  Thomson  survey  and  the  northern  boundary  line  of 
sections  tJ,  o,  4,  .'i,  2,  and  1  of  the  T.  A.  Thompson  survey  and  the  northern 
iioundary  line  of  leagues  G87,  (KiO,  and  G.S5  to  the  southeast  corner  of  league 
2;i!) ;  thence  north  on  the  eastern  boundary  line  of  league  239  to  the  northeast 
corner  of  said  league;  thence  west  on  the  northern  boundary  line  of  leagues 
2.S1>.  238,  233,  222,  218,  and  207  to  the  western  boundary  line  of  said  county; 
that  part  of  Midland  County  lying  south  and  west  of  the  following-described 
boundary  line,  to  wit:  beginning  at  a  point  on  the  Midland-Martin  County  line, 
where  the  lines  between  sections  2(3  and  27,  block  37,  \ownship  1  south,  intersect 
said  line;  thence  in  a  southerly  direction  along  the  east  line  of  sections  27,  34, 
39.  and  -HJ  in  said  block  ;  continuing  in  a  southerly  direction  on  the  west  line 
of  surveys  nos.  2,  11,  14,  37,  58,  GO,  1,  and  2  of  block  37  township  2  south,  a 
distance  of  8  miles  to  the  northwest  corner  of  survey  no.  2  T.  and  P.,  block  37, 
township  3  south ;  continuing  in  the  same  direction  along  the  west  line  of 
surveys  nos.  2,  11,  14,  23,  26,  35,  38,  and  47  of  block  37,  Township  3  south 
to  the  southwest  corner  of  said  survey  no.  47  ;  thence  in  an  easterly  direction 
on  the  south  block  .line  and  section  line  of  surveys  nos.  47  and  48  of  said 
block  to  the  int<M>ection  of  the  Midland  and  Glasscock  County  line. 

HEAVILY    INFESTED   AREAS 

Of  the  regulated  areas,  the  following  counties  and  parts  of  counties  are 
hereby  designated  as  heavily  infested  within  the  meaning  of  these  regulations: 

Counties  of  Brewster,  Culberson,  Jeff  Davis,  Presidio,  and  Terrell,  in  the 
State  of  Texas,  and  all  of  Hudspeth  County  in  the  same  State  except  that  part 
of  the  northwest  corner  of  said  county  lying  north  and  west  of  a  ridge  of 
desert  land  extending  from  the  banks  of  the  Rio  Grande  northeasterly  through 
the  desert  immediately  west  of  the  town  of  McNary,  such  ridge  being  an 
extension  of  the  northwest  boundary  line  of  section  11,  block  G^y^- 

LIGHTLY    INFESTED    AREAS 


The  following  areas  are  designated  as  lightly  infested : 

The  counties  of  Cochise,  Graham,  and  Greenlee  in  Arizona';  the  counties 
of  Alachua,  Baker,  Bradford,  (^olumbia,  Dixie,  Gilchrist.  Hamilton,  .Jackson, 
Lafayette,  Levy,  Madison,  Suwannee,  Taylor,  and  Union  in  Florida;  the 
counties  of  Chaves,  Dona  Ana,  Eddy,  Grant,  Hidalgo,  Lea,  Luna,  Otero,  and 
Roosevelt  in  New  Mexico;  the  entire  counties  of  Andrews,  ('ameron.  Cochran. 
10<-toi-.  Kl  Paso,  Gaines,  Hidalgo,  Hockley,  Pecos,  Reeves,  Starr,  Terry,  Waid. 
Willacy,  and  Yoakum,  the  regulated  parts  of  Bailey,  Dawson,  Lamb,  and  Mid- 
land Counties  in  Texas;  and  that  part  of  the  northwest  corner  of  llmlspeth 
County,  Tex.,  lying  north  and  west  of  a  ridge  of  de.sert  land  extending  from 
the  banks  of  the  Rio  (irande  northeasterly  through  the  desert  immediately 
west  of  the  town  of  McNary,  such  ridge  being  an  extension  of  the  northwest 
boundary  line  of  secticm  11,  block  6514. 

This  amendment  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  August  17,  1936.
